Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
Examiner called Mr. Kramer to indicate that the application was almost in condition for allowance except that claim 1 
was missing the essential element of a polymerization inhibitor in the first step. Another formal matter required 
addressing as well. Specifically the first sentence of the specification did not properly reflect the claim to priority. Mr. 
Kramer agreed to authorize an Examiner's Amendment of the following form to address these issues:
